The duty, on imported un- 
manufactured tobacco for the 
same purpose rises from $$4.50 
to: 5$6.00 a pound at full rates, 
It risca from S$4.20 to S$5.80 a 
pound at prefcrential rates, 

Singapore radio sald cheaper 
imported brands of  chysrettes 
would have thelr duty raised to 
the same as that operating in 
the Fedcratlon: of Malaya, 

The duty on petrol is to ‘ve
